TO PIRACY CASE 


District Attorney’s Autopsy 
Finds Collings Was Alive 
When Put In Water.

Board 'On The Spot’ 
How complex a situation may de­ 
velop is seen in the probability of 
contemporary bills both to strength­ 
en and weaken the farm board. 
Senator Brookhart. Iowa repub­ 
lican, is expected to renew his cam ­ 
paign to turn over to the farm board 
the powers and functions of the 
federal farm loan board. 
Colleagues in the view th a t cen­ 
tralization of m arketing and pro­ 
duction credit might facilitate farm 
financing suggests th at it m ight be 
enough to give the farm board con­ 
trol 
of 
the 
federal interm ediate 
credit banks. 
It all sifts down to the paradoxi­ 
cal prospect of the legislative hop­ 
per holding at one and the same 
time bills which would do away with 
the farm board entirely and others 
which would give it wider authority. 
Of one thing there is virtually cer­ 
tainty. 
When the mill begins to 
grind the nation and its duly elected 
will come face to face with the fact 
th at whether its stabilization of 
w heat and cotton is liked or not, the 
farm board is a fiscal agent of the 
government. 
It is the sole source accountable 
for the $500,000,000 revolving fund.

alone is

groups over the length and breadth 
of the land. 
By law' it is required to make 
good, as far as possible, the some 
$200,000,000 invested in w heat and 
cotton surplus. 
In short, if the farm board is re­ 
called, another agew y m ust be set 
up to adm inister the revolving fund. 
Furtherm ore, every form of farm 
relief, with the possible exception of 
the export debenture, has contem ­ 
plated a farm board. 
While one bill in the new congress 
may seek to fire the farm board a n ­ 
other may cham pion a farm relief 
program of which the nerve center 
begins and ends In a farm board.
